“Thumbs Down” did not signify doom to the 
ancient Romans, nor did “Thumbs Up” signify 
permission to live. As a matter of fact, it wasn’t 
the emperor at all who made these gestures, or 
determined the fate of the gladiators. When a 
gladiator was defeated, it was up to the spec- 
tators to determine whether he should be slain 
or not. If the crowd wanted him to live, they 
shut their thumbs within their fists, so that the 
thumbs were not visible at all. If they wanted 
the gladiator to die, they turned out their 
thumbs.—Rip Hunter) 


Dear Jeff: My father owns a smal) restaurant, 
and he asked me to find out for him how the 
word “restaurant” came into usage, Can you 
help me?

(Lhe word “restaurant” didn’t come into popu- 
lar usage before the year 1766. Until that time, 
eating places were always attached to an inn 
or hotel. Then, in Paris, a famous chef, named 
Boulanger, opened the very first public eating 
place. He placed a sign in front of his estab- 
lishment, containing the biblical quotation: 
“Come unto me all ye that are hungry and I 
shall restore you.” The French word for “re- 
store” is “restauerai,” and in a short time, this 
was lengthened to “restaurant,” the name by 
ee all eating places soon became known,—

She entered the Army in 1813, taking the name 
of Dr. James Barry. It wasn’t until after she 
died, in 1865, and after serving for 50 years in

(The invention of mechanical toys wasn’t as 
“recent” as you seem to think. In Thebes, Egypt, 
as long ago as 2,000 B.C., children were playing 
with mechanical dogs that leaped into the air 
with the touch of a tiny rod. Another toy ani- 
mal opened and closed its mouth, as if eating, 
with the press of a button. Another unusual 
toy consisted of a tiny doll on a stand. At the 
pull of a string, the doll would spin around in 
a crude dancing motion. Still another toy, a 
tiny elephant figure, might very well be popular 
today—a shiny black elephant that lowered and 
raised its trunk in a startlingly realistic man- 
ner.—Corky)
